and does not compete with the Stand.
ard, but does compete with Independent
companies, These facks were Lrought
out In the testiomny of F. T, Cuth-
bert, president of the Manhattan com-
pany. A aimilar erimioal suit Is pend-
Ing against his company and he testi-
fled under an order of court which ren-
ders him Immune from future criminal
proseoution,

Fxplaining the nature of the husiness
done by the Manhattan company, Outh-

" bert stated that the company formerly
dit a genem! ofl business, but has now
aold its refinery and does an exclusive
pipe Une business. In doing this it buya
oll from the producer ahd transports
it to the storage stations and sells it
to 8 P. Trainer, purchasing agent for
the Standard company, who also huys
ofl from Joseph Zeph, treasurer of the
Buckeye Pipe Tine pompany, In what
fs known as the South Lima Field,
where the Manhattan and Buckeye pipe
lines both buy ofl, the price paid to the
producer in five cents & barrel Jess than
in the North Lima fleld, where what
are regarided ns independent companies
make thelr purchasers, (nthbert de-
elared this was to protect his lines from
the encronchment of his competitors,
the National Refining Company and the
Paragon Oil Company. He said that he
paid five eents a barrel more for ofl in
the North Tima fleld than he received
from the Tralner purchasing agency.
Uuthbert admitted that the profits of

NEW YORK. Oct, 11—The first for
mal statement of the plans of the Port
land and Seattle Rallway which is be-
ing built down the morth bank of the
Columbin river in Washington By James
1. Hill, iz contained in the annual re-
port of the Northern Pacifie Railroad,
jssued yesterdny. The new line will
give the Hill road & new and greatly
improved line into Portland.

In the bullding of this mnew road,
which will be 423 miles long, the North-
otn Pacifie is jointly interested with the
(reat Northern, The details of this new
line show that the road will run from
Portland to Spokane and Texas Ferry,
Wash,, connecting at Spokane with the
Northern Pacifle and Great Northern
and at Texas Forry with the joint lne
owned by o Wasthave Pacific and Un-
fon Pacific, Valuable terminal proper-
ty hns been purchased in Portland, and
Vancouver.

A Russian named Jobn Lewandoski
was arrested on a statutory charge sev«
oral days ago snd his case comes up for
preliminary hearing before Judge Cam-
eron tomorrow, A day or so ago, Judge
Cameton received an anonymous letter
through the mails, stating that if Le-
wandoski is not sequitted, Judge Cam-
eron will be killed. THe matter was
thonght to be either the work of a prae:
tieal joker op an effort to intimidate the
judge, and it was treated as a laugh-
able matter until subsequent investiga-
